Suth- 
eiland, Metcalf end Terrell and Sen- 
ator Dietrich and Mr. Maxwell, Chair- 
man of the National Irrigation Asso- 
ciation, and Mr. Pinchot, Chief For- 
o.ster, on the subject of the pending ir- 
rigation bill. 


The question discussed related to 


the withdrawal of Irrigation lands and 
the State control section. 
Discussion 


developed the fact that all were agreed 
as to the purpose to toe accomplished, 
but that they differed as to phraseol- 
ogy. 


Mr. Maxwell "finally suggested that 


the 
phraseology suggested 
by Mr. 


Newlands, in place of the State con- 
trol section, would satisfactorily adjust 
differences as to construction and this 
view was generally accepted. 


Section, as redrawn by Mr. Newl- 


ands, is as follows: 


Section eight—That nothing In this 


act shall be construed as affecting or 
Intended to affect, or K> In any way In- 
terfere with lawk of any State or ter- 
ritory relating to the control, appro- 
priation, use or distribution of water 
used in irrigation or with any vested 
rights to water acquired by use there 
under. 
Provided, that the Secretary 


of the Interior, In carrying out the 
provisions of this act, shall proceed 
in conformity with the laws of the 
respective States, but nothing herein 
shall in any way affect the right of 
any State or of the Federal govern- 
ment or.of any land owner, approprl- 
ator or -user of water Into or from any 
inteistate river or stream or waters 
thereof; and provided further, that the 
right to the use of water acquired un- 
der provisions of this act shall be ap- 
purtenant to land irrigated and bene- 
ficial use shall be the basis, the mea- 
sure and limit of the right.

Dates from Ancient 


Times. 


Nevada is believed by many scien- 


tists to have but recently—ag,tlme in 
world-building goes—arisen from th« 
ses. 
These scientists "point 
with 


pilde" to the salt marshes, terraced 
hillsides and lack of 
vegetation in 


proof of their theory. 


Some eight -month's ago the writer 


had 
the 
temerity to 
attempt 
to 


prove the existence of an ancient river 
bed along the eastein slope, of the Si- 
erras aiif) adduced as proof<ith» fossil- 
ized and opalized wood from deciduous 
trees, found so plentifully In this re- 
gion as prlma facie evidence of abun- 
dant rainfall in a distant period of 
time. 
Other evidences were cited in 


substantiation of 
the ancient river 


hypothesis. 


Ihere is another and even more po- 


tent proof of the antiquity of Nevada 
and the existence here many centuries 
ago of wild beasts of many kinds, In- 
cluding mastodons. 
The prehistoric 


man had his habitation here and po»- 
slbly possessed a civilization greater 
th?n that of the Indian of today. 


These proofs are where hundreds, 


perhaps thousands of people have seen 
and examined them. 
They are the 


familiar footprints In the solid rocks 
at the prison grounds. 


For the benefit of persons who have 


not seen them, the footprints will be 
bi iefly 
described. 
Excavations 
for 


material to construct the State Prison 
buildings and walls revealed them. 
Down at a depth of thirty feet in sedi- 
mentary rock was discovered a much 
harder formation and In this are the 
footprints made many centuries ago 
and as plain today as though formed 
a v eek ago. 


There are clear cut prints of the 


feet of an animal resembling a mod- 
ern coyote. The Impress of the claws 
Is clearly cut. 


A deer had galloped past. His feet 


=unk deep into what w»s then mud 
and at one place his foot slipped. 


A myriad 
prints were 
made by 


birda and a ponderous elephant stalk- 


el across the scene. 
His footprints 


are two feet across and are authentic 
beyond douht. 


A man of -gigantic stature, wearing 


moccasins, left his "footprint in the 
'mud' of time." He walked slowly, for 
the length of his pace ia not much 
greater than that of a person of or- 
dinary stature. An Indentation near 
the mark of his right foot evidences 
that he carried a stick. 


The 
most interesting tracks 
are 


those made by a horse. The peculiar- 
ity cf these marks Is that the horse 
was apparently shod. If this can be 
verified it will prove a degree of civi- 
lization in those ancient days that the 
modern Indian has not reached. 


The rock In which the tracks are 


found was mud at that time, prob- 
ably the shore of a lake. 
The lake 


theory is made tenable by the bog near 
the prison grounds and the fossil re- 
mains of mussels. 
After the tracks 


were formed wind storms and allu- 
vium gradually covered the mud with 
sand which In the course ot centuries 
waa converted to stone.

sity by an address

John T. Poland died at the county 


hospital last night.

was one of the oldest settlers In the 
Truckee Valley and vas a veteran of 
the Mexican war. He had no relative 
in the world and was never married.

he waa not a charge on the county. 
The pension he received was given 
to the county for his subsistence at 
the hospital. 


Mr. Poland was aged 84 years last 


February and was possessed of great 
vitality.

pauper's field. 


Developments yesterday MARted to 


the foulest kind of murder, IHtrraats 
were served upon three .Indians last 
seen with Johnny Peter. These abor- 
igines claimed that they were relatives 
of the dead man; that they had formed 
a gay drinking party; that a white 
man offered to procure whiskey for 
John Peter, knowing that Peter had a 
little ready cash. 


These facts coming to light, It was 


deemed meet to conform with the law; 
the aforesaid town authorities gallop- 
ed down to the potter's field and dis- 
interred the mutilated corpse and an 
inquest 
was 
held yesterday after- 


noon. 


Furthermore, even though Johnny 


Peter was a Washoe buck who had 
served time in our county jail, was 
much addicted to firewater, and occa- 
sionally beat a squaw, circumstances 
point to the fact that a white man is 
undoubtedly mixed up in the murder 
case. 


Now that an Inquest has been held, 


more light may be eventually shed up- 
on the mystery, and may poor Lo, the 
Indian, be avenged by the uncertain 
processes of Western law courts.

SUCCESSOR TO THE A. P. A. 


T 


HE Montpelier, (Vt.) Argus and Patriot says: 


The A. P. A. which caused a good deal of 


disturbance a few years ago, which threatened to 
elect a president hut failed 16 make good, is dead. 
It died of too much politics. It was disrupted by 
politicians and others who used 5t for thejr selfish 
ends. That is the explanation given by its friends. 


But the spirit of the A. P. A. is not dead. 
That 


spirit never dies. 


vSo the A. I*. A. has 
i> successor, patriotic, of 


course. The very name should thrill one. It is 
the American Minute Men. How the mind runs 
back to the days when the colonists were resisting 
British aggiession and when bands of minute men 
were always ready when they were made. 


The new society is prepared to resist aggression 


and the chairman thus states its purposes' 


"The American Minute msn are organi/ed on 


broader lines than ihe A. P. A., with the elimina- 
tion of objectionable features. The A. P. A. is ab- 
solutely dead in all sections of the country. 
The 


Minute men is not a prescriptive organization, it 
antagonizes no one on account of race, creed or col- 
or. 
Briefly stated its principles are as follows: Re- 


striction cf immigration; no sectarian appropria- 
tions; protection for non-sectarian free public school 
system, and maintaining the constitution and gov- 
ernment of the United States. We have introduc- 
ed in the Massachusetts legislature a constitutional 
amendment to prohibit all sectarian appropriations, 
and this will lie introduced next January in the 
legislature of every State in the Union. A similar 
measure will be introduced at the next session of 
congress, as will also a rigid immigration bill." 


When patriots begin to talk about .sectarianism
